It is a famous ditch, and a 
vital one.

Without it goods 
and, most important, oil, would 
be delayed. The great reservoirs 
of oil in the Middle East must 
move through in tankers to keep 
the wheels of western Europe 
turning. 

Until the nuclear engines are 
ready; until man can harness 
ihe heat of atoms flying apart, 
or atoms rushing together, we 
must have the oil.

with the disease of nationalism. 
His star, too, has been rising 
and is high in the heavens, like 
unto that of Sirius, the gee star. 
Indeed, he became so affgry and 
heated he boasted of how he had 
lied to and deceived the West. 
He had not bought arms from 
the Czechs, as he said, but from 
the Russians. 


To this the West would reply: 
“Same difference.”’ 


Trouble 


But, 
Egypt, with his problems, vener- 
able with age, and galling as 
chains long-worn, is in trouble. 

He was instrumental in re- 
moving a fat and foolish king, 
who never really bothered with 
the problems. When troubled he 
drank and made merry with his 
harem or retired with his stack 
of comic books. But the Prime 
Minister has been wrestling with 
them. Truth to tell, though, he 
has not done much better than 
the fat, foolish king insofar as 
solutions are concerned.

He 
has aroused nationalistic pa- 
triotism of the sort which causes 
the Egyptians currently to hate 
all peoples save fellow Moslems 
and the Russians.

NEW YORK, July 30—The An- 
drea Doria saw the Stockholm on 
radar and tracked the Swedish 
ship for some time before last 
Wednesday night’s collision, the 
Italian Line said today.

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Nasser Makes Suez 


A True Tinderbox 


The seizure of Suez by Egypt is para- 
doxically both complex and simple. 

It is simple in that the canal is of 
vital interest and necessity to the whole 
world. To halt traffic in it would in time 
slow down certain phases of the economy 
of all the countries of Europe and some 
in our own part of the world. 

It is an artery, for example, which 
even Russia will not wish to see closed. 
Therefore, while she will do all she can 
to encourage Egypt, she will stop short 
of urging an overt act. 

The problem is complex because Pre- 
mier Nasser, of Egypt, is not a stable 
man. No man, lately come to power and 
nationalism, is a reasonable or stable 
man. Nasser seems to be possessed of defi- 
nite gifts for duplicity. He possesses, too, 
an egotism, swollen by the adulation of 
his people. 

He seems to think he must, like Mus- 
solini and Hitler, feed his aroused people 
a certain amount of raw meat in the form 
of heated words flung from a balcony. He 
has even written a book, which seems to 
be largely a plagiarism of Hitler’s “Mein 
Kampf,”’ in Arab dress. 

It is obvious that Egypt can assert 
her claims to nationalization of the canal. 
It is equally clear that the world cannot 
permit a country and a premier, such as 
Egypt and Nasser, to control so vital a 
waterway and to use it as they please, 
closing it or opening it only to a select 
few. | 

When the canal was dug all nations 
signed a treaty guaranteeing it as an in- 
ternational waterway. The Russia of the 
Tsars was one of those signing. 

It must remain so. It will be dif- 
ficult, because Nasser is not amenable to 
reason, logic or the. obligations of 
treaties. But, it must be done. In the 
meanwhile it affords another of these 
firetraps which some act of idiocy could 
touch into conflagration of war.

To the Governor’s Pay 


The books of State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. show that both Gov. Mar- 
vin Griffin and former Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge have money coming to them. 

Former Gov. Talmadge is owed the 
whopping sum of $11,572 in uncollected 
salary and board membership fees, while 
Gov. Griffin has a neat balance of $1,210. 

The money credited to Mr. Talmadge 
is due under state law. But during an 
economy drive the governor said he would 
not collect the increased salary voted 
him by the General Assembly. Gov. Grif- 
fin’s surplus seems to be due to a calcu- 
lating error on the part of the executive 
department, 

Gov. Griffin, according to the books, 
received $21,153 in state funds last year 
from all sources including $6,753 for serv- 
ice on various state boards. 

This failure of our governors to col- 
lect every cent due them on pay day sug- 
gests an idea. Why not hold back sala- 
ries until their terms of office expire 
and then hold a referendum to decide 
whether they should be paid in full, in 
part, or not at all? 

Or it might be even a better plan to 
pay them a percentage of the money they 
saved the state during their administra- 
ticle,

Each Dog Has Its Day; « 


This Is the “Hot” One’s 


Reminded that July is ‘‘National Hot 
Dog Month,” and that the month dies with 
today, it is necessary to proceed with all 
deliberate speed to pay tribute to the low- 
ly, but greatly esteemed sausage. 

In the midst of change, it remains un- 
changed. In a time of innovation, it holds 
fast to the status quo. It is best as it is. 
No food experts think up herb dressings 
for it. No manufacturer seeks to give it 
new flavors. It is eaten plain, or, depend- 


¢~~ ing on taste, it is smothered with onions, 


lathered with mustard, doused in ketchup, 
drenched in chili and beans. 

Its forefather was the product of a 
German sausage-maker in Frankfurt. His 
name, alas, is lost to fame. Sausage, of 
course, is one of the most ancient of foods. 
Homer sang of it, and historians.and mak- 
ers of ballads have paid tribute to it 
through the centuries. But, the “frank- 
furter,” the short, slim, yet fat, sausage, 
was a new shape. So was the content—all 
beef. Imported to America, it became all- 
American. ! 

History is unsure as to its introduction 
to the United States. Two schools of 
thought contend for recognition. But, 
either shortly before, or soon after, the 
turn of the century, the frankfurter had 
become “the hot dog” and was firmly es- 
tablished in the American scene. Indeed, 
it became, and is, a part of our folklore 
and legend. It has been served by presi- 
dents to kings and queens, and. has been 
a part of baseball, of picnics, out- 


ings, amusement parks and fairs. It goes 
well with cabbage and greens. It is al- 
leged that when served originally a nap- 
kin was wrapped about a part of it so 
that the customer could stand at the 
counter and eat his sausage without burn- 
ing his fingers. This was costly. Some gen- 
ius thought of wrapping it in a slice of 
bread. Then the long bun was evolved 
as coating for the steaming “dog.” 

In the years before the pure food laws, 
unscrupulous manufacturers, seeking to 
cash in on the trade of a German-Ameri- 
can vendor at Coney Island, began to turn 
out products stuffed. with incredible and 
unhealthy mixtures. An investigation :be- 
gan and a public official facetiously said, 
“Find out what breed of dog is going into 
those things.’”’ The name stuck. 

Americans eat billions of them every 
year. In 1955 enough hot dogs were con- 
sumed to reach to the moon and back 
again. We hasten to get in this belated 
salute to the hot dog before its “month” 
is gone.

Indifferent Directors 
Are on Health Board? 


The Fulton County Board of Health 
directs the operations of a very important 
phase of the community’s life. But the 
directors seem rather lax. 

Under the Plan of Improvement the 
city and county health ‘boards were 
merged and the joint operation turned 
over to the county. The board, however, 
is made up of residents of both county 
and city, four of them holding their posi- 
tions by virtue of elective office. 

At a board meeting last week only 
two members of the seven-man board 
showed up. They were Chairman Howard 
Dobbs, an insurance executive, and Paul 
West, superintendent of county schools. 
No quorum meant no business transacted. 

Absentees included Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield, Miss Ira Jarrell, city sehool 
superintendent, and Chairman James H. 
Aldredge of the county commission. Like 
Mr. West’s, their positions on the board 
are ex-officio. 

The board’s bylaws provide for the 
appointment of alternates by these ex- 
officio members in case their other duties 
prevent regular attendance. Inasmuch as 
this is not the first time the chairman 
has been unable to muster a quorum, it 
appears that the time has come to name 
such alternates. 

Incidentally, these absent members are 
the very ones most likely to stress the 
citizens’ duty to vote and interest them- 
selves in public affairs, particularly when 
an election is in the offing.

Red China’s Trade Overtures 
Are Drawing Japan Closer 


Red China is drawing steadily closer to Japan. 


This is a develop- 


ment which has had little notice in the United States, which seems 
to be mainly interested in fighting imports of Japanese textiles by 


this country. 
Not only so, but the excitement 


in the United States over textile 
imports is accelerating the above- 
mentioned trend. 

What seems to have been a sig- 


nificant straw in the wind was the 
statement of Red Chinese Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai on July 16 that 
he would like to visit Japan. He 
added that ‘‘Peiping airport is al- 
ways open’’ to Japan’s prime 
minister and foreign minister. 

It may not be generally realized 
that more and more hard goods 
are being exported by Japan to 
Red China. Not only so, but the 
Chinese Communists are making 
inroads in Japan and are influ- 
encing public opinion there to 
become more favorably disposed 
toward themselves and more hos- 
tile to the United States. 


It is worth noting in this con- 
nection that non-Communists and 
anti-Communists in Japan are the 
elements which are smoothing 
the way for Red. Chinese pene- 
tration of the country. These na- 
tionalists are mostly without any 
sympathy for Mao Tse-tung and 
his Red doctrines, but they feel 
the pull of China on Japan. To- 
day, dynamic, restive Japan must 
find an outlet for its goods. What 
more natural than to look to the 
Chinese «mainland? 

All this adds up to a disturbing 
situation insofar as U.S.-Japa- 
nese relations are concerned. 


But the trend toward Red China is there. 


Some of the background is given 
by the veteran writer, on foreign 
affairs, Demaree Bess, in the 
Saturday Evening Post for July 
14. Bess does not touch on the 
textile situation but he goes ra- 
ther deeply into other phases of 
the present state of things. 


He points to 86-year-old Fusan- 
osuke Kuhara, millionaire Japa- 
nese industrialist, as the chief 
spearhead of the Japanese into 
Red China. Kuhara ‘‘has become 
extremely chummy with Peking’s 
top Communists, following a two- 
month tour of Red China last 
autumn.’”’ He was personally wel- 
comed by Mao and had long inter- 
views with the Red Chinese dic- 
tator. 

Partly as a result of the good 
will created by Kuhara, many 
groups of Japanese are being wel- 
comed as visitors to the ‘‘new 
China,’”’ including journalists. 
These have written stories that 
are predominantly favorable to 
Mao and his regime. By contrast 
the Japanese press ‘‘recently has 
been highly critical of the activi- 
ties of American businessmen in 
Japan.”’ 

All of which adds up to a condi- 
tion which should have earnest 
consideration in this country. 

What to do about all this is 
something that had better be en- 
gaging our statesmen — election 
year or no.

Its greatest strength lies in the 
fact that it represents the free as- 
sent of each side, imposed by 
neither and not superimposed bv 
the federal government's tilting of 
the scales. 

This way, it seems to me, lies 
the best interests of free labor. 

This way lies the best interest of 
competitive enterprise, 

All this is not to say that fed- 
eral officials do not have a con- 
cern and a role to play in pro- 
moting collective bargaining when 
the negotiations have broken down. 

They do have such a role and 
my information is that Secretary 
Mitchell, himself a trusted and ex- 
perienced hand in industrial rela- 
tions, and Joseph Finnegan, direc- 
tor of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, played an 
active and influential part in help- 
ing to end the strike. 

But there is a crucial distinction 
to bear in mind. 

Mitchell and Finnegan devoted 
themselves exclusively to further- 
ing the process of negotiation. 

They did not at any point seek 
to shape the terms of settlement. 

What seems to me significant is 
that a new element has been add- 
ed to the process of collective bar- 
gaining.

—except in a clear national emer- 
gency.

Congress which was controlled by Democrats in a divided government 
with a Republican President. Congress also is a mirror of the internal 
situation of our two major parties and revealing incidents occurred 


in the closing days and hours. 

We saw, in the windup of Con- 
gress, how the Democratic Party 
still is two parties, with the sharp 
rift between North and South over 
civil rights that will carry over 
into the party’s national conven- 
tion opening in Chicago. We saw 
also in disagreements over for- 
eign aid and foreign trade policies 
that the Republican Party likewise 
is also two parties and that will 
carry over into its naticnal con- 
vention. 


As for mood, the generally pros- 
perous condition of the country, 
with some notable exceptions such 
as farmers and coal miners and 
textile workers and small busi- 
nessmen, is reflected in an appar- 
ent lack of concern about politics 
or about Congress because of ab- 
sorption in material well-being. 

So Congress, supposedly reflect- 
ing that mood, busied itself with 
appropriating 31 billions for new 
highways, but not one cent for 
badly needed schoolhouses. Busi- 
ness and industry will fetch up a 
bonanza out of the highway pro- 
gram, the biggest public works 
program in our history. 

The general public apathy gave 
free rein to powerful business, in- 
dustrial and financial interests 
that are so influential with this 
administration; as they were also 
with Congress, to make hay and 
begin a reversal of established 
policies with particular emphasis 
in the field of conservation of nat- 
ural resources. 

The worst sore spot economical- 
ly and politically in the country 
as reflected in the 84th Congress 


is in the farm country due to 
lowered agricultural income. That 
got the most intense and concen- 
trated attention of both Congress 
and the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. Reversing its earlier opposi- 
tion to a soil bank, the adminis- 
tration not only pushed its inclu- 
sion in a second farm bill—after 
the President had vetoed the origi- 
nal Democratic measure because 
of rigid 90 per cent of parit y— 
but also provided: for immediate 
payments to farmers in this elec- 
tion year for taking land out of 
cultivation. 


The anxiety about farmers was 
not matched so far as low and 
middle income city dwellers are 
concerned. The latter watched liv- 
ing costs continue their steady rise 
and. saw their desire for income 
tax relief unfulfilled by the 84th 
Democratic Congress, despite a 
Showing that these groups had 
been overlooked entirely when tax 
favors were. granted to big indi- 
vidual and corporate taxpayers in 


the previous 83rd Republican Con- 
gress. 


Here Congress may have failed 
to catch the mood of a segment of 
our people. Something that hap- 
pened coincidentally with the ap- 
proach of the end of the 84th Con- 
gress dramatized this situation 
which may eventually create an 
unlooked-for issue. That. was the 
release by the labor department 
of its latest index showing that 
the cost of living had reached an

Like most overweights, 
she heretofore had regarded a 
diet as doing penance for past 
overeating, rather than a scien- 
tific way of eating that can 
turn pounds back into energy. 
APPLY SCIENCE 

Once alerted to the fact that 
nutrition knowledge gives pow- 
er over the pounds as well as 
over hunger, you are eager to 
put nutrition to work. This 
leads to a change of food hab- 
its and to keeping weight beau- 
tifully controlled. 

Let's apply nutrition science; 


the mere act of eating uses 
calories. -But the choice of 
food is all-important. The _ ef- 


fect of food in raising the me- 
tabolism is termed its specific 
dynamic action, and of all 
foods, proteins have the great- 
est effect. Protein, together 
with other protective foods, 
can build slimness. Mark this 
and never fotget it. The way 
to reduce healthfully is to 
build instead of half- 
gstarving your body. 
EAT PROTEINS 

Research emphasizes the hun- 
ger control role of protein.’ 
Hunger control hinges’ on 
keeping blood sugary) levels 
steady. You might think from 
this that a sweet will stave 
off: hunger and therefore help 
you reduce. While sugar will 
raise the blood sugar level, 
because it is quickly burned,

short time. For example, if 
you have—only a dessert and 


a cup of coffee for lunch, you 
may not get too many calories,

Atlanta Banks Gain 
Leadership Rank 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Atlanta, stimulated by a highly competitive banking situa- 
tion, has continued to Strengthen its claim to be called ‘‘the bank- 
ing and financial capital of the Southeast.” 

The big four of Atlanta’s 30 commercial banks and trust 
companies are engaged in a determined battle for depositors’ 
dollars and borrowers’ notes. 

All moved well ahead in total deposits over the past 12 months. 

And, according to a new compilation by the American Banker 
magazine of the nation’s 300 largest banks (in terms of deposits) 
two of the banks here climbed higher on the list. 

Here’s how they stood on June 30, 1956: 

The Citizens & Southern National Bank, with deposits up more 
than 17 million dollars over a year ago to $401,142,829, is now the 
soth largest commercial bank in the U.S. 

Last year it ranked 57th. 

The First National Bank of Atlanta, _ h came up with by 
far the largest increase in deposits over a year ago, remained 
the nation’s 68th largest commercial bank. 

Its deposits rose more than 32.8 million dollars to $362,789 ,629. 

The Trust Company of Georgia, with deposits up more than 
7.6 million dollars to $173,733,057, held on to 144th place in the 
nation. 

But perhaps the most spectacular increase over the year here 
was shown by the Fulton National Bank. 

Ensconced in.a handsome, new 25-story skyscraper, it used a 
nearly 14 million dollar jump in deposits (bringing its current 
total to $158,551,858) to shoot up 11 places among the nation’s 
largest such institutions. 

It now ranks 155th in size. 

In addition to having the largest bank in the region, Atlanta 
is the only city (and Georgia the only state) in the Southeast 
with two banks among the top hundred. 

New Orleans, Winston-Salem and Birmingham each have one 
bank which ranks among the hundred largest. 

The American Banker noted that ‘‘many of the institutions on 
the list . . . are at new midyear peak levels,” although June 
deposits are usually lower than at the end of the year because of 
seasonal influences.

Watér is a mixed blessing. It is 
essential for healih, even life, yet 
when poliuted, is capable of wip- 
‘ing out an entire community. 

Water also is a key resource of 
modern civilization. Our population 
has risen and so have our hygienik 
standards. 

There has been a fourfold in 
erease in our water needs since 
the turn of the century, and engi 
neers estimate that our present re- 
quirements will double by 1975. 

Water is used in air condition. 
ing, automatie laundries, dishwash- 
ers and dryers Industry has be- 
come a tremendous consumer; a 


large refinery, for example, may! 


utilize as much water as a small, 
town. 

Water also is needed for irri- | 
gation, and now that farm sprin- 
kling systems are in vogue, the | 
agricultural demands should | 
multiply. 

In this country we have 1,300 
million acre feet of water but use 
only 195 million acre feet. In this 
respect, we have plenty but it is 
unevenly distributed. 

Los Angeles, for example, has 

per cent of the population but 
only 0.04 per cent of the nation’s 
precipitation and 0.0005 per cent of 
the stream flow. Obviously, the 
city must import water to ‘survive. 

The role of medicine in this gi- 
rantic problem is small but impor- 
tant.
